Inasmuch, however, 
as Mr. Caffery’s notice of motion antedated 
by Several days the publication of the tes- 
timony taken by Senator Morgan’s commit- 
tee, it is not likely that Mr. Caffery’s speech 
will present any novel points, unless he has 
very considerably revised it since his first 
intention was-enrounced. The unfinished 
business before the senate is the bill to 
remove the existing deathtrap and to build 
a new government printing office. Disputes 
as to sites have hampered the tonsideration 
of this measure heretofore, and now, by the 
remarks of Senator Dolph, of Oregon, on 

ursday, tariff questions and the whole 
subject of government expenditures and re- 
ceipts have been injected into the debate. 
It is quite possible that the government 
printing office bill. will be.made the medium 
for a continued tariff discussion under the 
accommodating rules of the senate which 
permit a@ man, while nominally ad- 
dressing the senate on one subject, to con- 
fine his remarks exclusively to another and 
entirely different topic. 

The extreme improbability, as matters 
now look, that the tariff bill will be in con- 
dition to report to the Senate the coming 
week renders it the more likely that a tariff 
discussion will be again started by Itndirec- 
tion by republican senators before the re- 
vised bill reaches the Senate for action. 

The Appropriations. 

It is expected that approprtation bills 
will hold almost” undisputed Sway in the 
house. The general debate on the pension 
bill will probably close tomorrow, and then 
it will be subject to the limitation of the 
five minute rule until passed. This stage of 
proceedings, Mr. O’Nefill, of Massachusetts, 
who is in charge of the’ measure, hopes and 
believes will be reached by.

Washington, March 4.—Uniess the plans 


of the democratic members of the senate. 


finance committee go all awry the tariff 
biil will be laid before the full committee 
Tuesday morning &t 10 o'clock. 

After conferring together the greater 
part of today the democrats believe they 
have come as near solving the situa- 
tion as possible and the intention tonight 
ls to take the final vote 
noon, although Mr. Jones wanted the whole 
question disposed of at yesterday's meet- 
ing. The disputed schedules have been so 


largely discussed and so many tentative 


propositions considered that it only remains 
to decided finally which of these shall be 
.incorporatedin the bill. 

A democratic member of the finance com- 
mittee discussing the situation in commit- 
tee and the prospect in the senate tonight 
talked to a reporter with frankness, admit- 
ing the facts which other senators have 
professed not to see. 

“We have our head in the Hon’s mouth,” 
said the senator, ‘‘and will be conipelled to 
make the best bargain we can to get Tt out 
whole and uninjured. We are victims of 
the wrath of democrats who are about as 
good democrats on the tariff question as is 
Mr. Morrill, the former chairman of the 
committee. The democratic party can nev- 
er afford not to pass a tariff bill this con- 

gress. ‘lo do so would be to uiterly .demoral- 
ize the party and we could not recover from 
it in fifteen years. A bill must be passed in 
some shape or other and in order to ac- 
eomplish this, we must make concessions 
that are unpalatable. The majority in the 
senate is very small, only three. We have 
forty-four democrats, thirty-eight republi- 
cans and thfee populists. Two democratic 
votes against the bill would defeat it and 
the committee believes that if it were re- 
ported as we want to report it and as we 
should do, were we not thus handicapped, 
three senators would vote against it. These 
three senators are Caffery and White, cf 
Louisiana, and Smith, of New Jersey. True, 
Mr. White will leave the senate for the su- 
preme court long before the vote is tuken, 
but his successor will be equally as vigo- 
rous against the bill, unless sugar is taken 
care of as Mr. White demands. 

“Of Senators Brice, Gorman, Hill and 
Murphy, we do not entertain such fears, 
They are working hard for concessions, 
but would hardiy vofe against the piil «hen 
it came to the test. These are the condi- 
tions that confront the committee and they 
are conditions that must be met successful- 
ly, for, as I-have said, we cannot affrr1d 
to wait to invite the ccrtain cisaster chat 
would quickly follow the defeat of the tariff 


_ bill in the senate. For that reason, we must 
report a bill that will brine to it the sup- 


port of the entire party.”’ 
CROKER ON DUNPHY’S CHARGES. 


He Says the Congressman Had Better 
Attend to His Own Business. 

San Antonio, Tex., March 4. Richard Cro- 
ker, the Tammany chief, was very wrathy 
when a reporter today showed him the pub- 
lished dispatches stating that Congressman 
Dunphy, in his letter of resignation, ar- 
raigned him as the instigator,-promoter, re- 
warder and uphoider of fraudulent vote and 
election crimes in New York. Mr Croker, 
when asked for a statement in answer to 
Mr. Dunphy’s charge, said: 

“If Dunphy made those charges against 
me, I will have him arrested. I never en- 
couraged fraudulent voting and if any one 
in New York violates the election laws, 
Tammany hall will prosecute him. I do 


not care to make uny answer to Dunphy’s 


charges until I have seen his letter. He had 
better be attending to his affairs in the 
second district. If Dunphy thinks Tamma- 
ny is going to pieces and losing streneth, 
he will be taught differently this fall. I 
will meet all his charges and do not care 
to further discuss the matter until I have 
geen Dunphy’s letter.”

THE WIFE OF GBORGE LEDERER 


Has Left Her Husband, and There's 
@ Sensation in Consequence. 


A WELL-KNOWN DRAMATIC WRITER 


Sala to Have Been the Disturbing Mle- 


ment in the Once Happy Home—A 
Lively Story from the Metropolis. 


New York, March 4—Mrs. George W. 


Lederer, wife of the well-kfown theatrical. 


manager, who, before her marriage 0o8 
October 19, 1889, was Miss Ida Florine New- 
combe, left her husband's home in the 
Ariston apartment house, corner of Fifty- 
fifth street and Broadway, a few days ago 
without having notified him, and took up 


her residence in some piace which her hus- 


band is unaware of.

It is said that a well-known local dra-’ 


matic writer is responsible for her action 
and that Mr. Léderer will Institute divorce 
proceedings. The writer referred to is 
Charles A. Byrne, who.is known. outside 
of New York as a collaborater with Louis 
Harrison in the connection of several 
librettos. . ; : 
Mrs. Lederer was the daughter of Lawyer 


Richard 8S. Newcombe, who died July 26,. 
were several children. besides 


1891. There 
herself, and the family lived at No. 806 
Madison avenue. Miss “Plossie’’ Newcombe, 
as she was previous to her marriage, had 
been out in society only a short time when 
she met Mr. Lederer. They fell in love with 
each othes and October 19, 1889, they were 
secretly married at Dutch Kills, L. IL, 
without the knowledge of the lady’s pa- 
rents. . 

The family disapproved of the union, and 
ten days later Lawyer Newcombe brought 
suit to annul the marriage, asserting that a 
marriage ceremony had taken place between 
Lederer and a young woman named Chester. 
Mrs, Lederer agreed to the bringing of the 
sult, but on January 31, 1890, she rejoined 
her husband, and they have since lived to- 
gether. The court decided that no mar- 
riage ceremony had taken place between 
Miss Chester and Lederer. 

Apparently a Happy Family. 

Lederer and his wife were apparently sin- 
cerely devoted to each other. He took her 
with him in his business travels, and to 
please her, made a visit to Europe, Cali- 
fornia and elsewhere. In 1890 a son Was 
born to them. Mr. Lederer took much pride 
in the child, which he surrounded’ with 
every luxury, and the family seemed to be 
a very, happy one. 

About two years ago, however, Mrs. Led- 
erer began to show a disposition to go upon 
the stage, and as time passed her inclination 
in this direction increased. Her husband 
strongly objected to her entering the the- 
atrical profession, but his: requests that she 
abandon the thought appeared only to in- 
crease her ambition to become an ac- 
tress. meee 

At last to please her he withdrew his 


opposition a few months ago and promised: 


to obtain her a place in a new play to be 
brought out this spring by Charles Dick- 
son’s company at a local theater. 

In the meantime, Byrne, who is a well- 
known dramatic writer of this city, himself 
a married man, and by no means young 
in years, who had known Mrs. Lederer be- 
fore her marriage, had been a frequent 
visitor to Lederer’s residence, No. 360 West 
Fifty-elghth street. While professing to 
be a warm friend of Mr. Lederer, frequent- 
ly dining with the family and making ex- 
pressions of friendship, it is said that he 
was violating the husband’s confidence by 
winning the wife’s affection. Lederer 
trusted him, and unwilling to suspect his 
wife of deceiving him, did not realize that 
his home was being wrecked by this false 
friend. 


The Wife's Confession.., 


Overcome by remorse about two weeks 
ago, Mrs. Lederer made a confession to 
her husband in which the name of the 
dramatic writer figured. Through a desire 
to avoid the public smirching of his wife’s 
name and for the sake of his little boy, 
Mr. Lederer decided to take no public 
steps at that time to right his wrong, but 
arrange for a legal settlement of the mat- 
ter later. 

When he went to his flat in the Ariston 
Saturday evening, having moved there from 
his former residence in Fifty-eighth -street 
some time ago, he found that his wife had 
disappeared, taking with her some of the 
effects. Her little son, whom Mr. Lederer 
had taken precautions to have closely 
watched, she had been unable to take away 
with her. She drove away in a cab and, 
it is reported, went first to No. 418 West 
Twenty-third street, a boarding house, 
where resides Mrs. Emma Brower, one of 
her friends who had visited her at her flat 
in the Ariston shortly before she went 
away. Since her departure Mr. Lederer has 
not seen his wife. 

Mrs. Brower, when interviewed by the 
newspapers about Mrs. Lederer’s where- 
abouts, grew indignant and declared she 
knew nothing. 

Mr. Byrne said: “I krow nothing about 
where she is. I know nothing about Mr. 
Lederer’s family troubles. My name must 
not be mentioned in any way in this con- 
nection. Mrs. Lederer will institute legal 
proceedings. That is all I have to say, 
beyond denying once more that I know 
anything about the case.”’ 

Mr. Lederer positively refused to affirm 
or deny the story about his marital trou- 
bles. 

It is needless to add, the publication has 
created a big sensation in dramatic cir- 
cles. 


MRS. IRELAND’S SUICIDE. 


A Tragedy That Startied the People 
of Cincinnati. © 

Cincinnati, O., March 4.—The suicide of 
Mrs. Percy Ireland, one of the leaders of 
society, Friday, is still the sensation. The 
deed was committed in her bedchamber at 
her splendid home at the corner of Gilbert 
and Woodburn avenues, Walnut Hill. The 
apparent and usually accepted cause of 
the act was fear of exposure for having 
forged a note against her mother, Mrs. 
Joseph Sellew. . 

Mrs. Ireland’s husband had Ieft her only 
a moment before, and was at the breakfast 
table when he heard a muffled sound like 
the report of a revolver. Mr. Ireland sprang 
from the table and ran upstairs. He found 
his wife covered up in bed, and when he 
tore the covering away there was a rush

The Last Kiss. 

Mr. Treland’s two pistols were hidden 
in another room. Friday morning when her 
husband started down stairs for breakfast 
she called him over and kissed him, She 
Baid: ‘‘Now, dear, you go down to the din- 
ing room and get something to eat and I 
will join you in a moment.” 

Hardly had Mr. and Mrs. Denham and 
Mr. Ireland seated themselves when Mr. 
Denham rose up with the exclamation: “T 
heard a pistol shot from Mrs. Ireland's 
room.”’ He ran upstairs and made the ter- 
rible discovery. In Mrs. Ireland’s room was 
found a large box of clothing addressed to 
Mary Crittenden, of Elizabeth, N. J. A 
letter was found in which she stated to 
Mrs. Crittepden that she was going to die 
on account of the neglect of her mother. 
Another letter addressed to Mary 8. De- 
ca an intimate friend, was found in 
wit the writer again bitterly complained 
of het mother’s alleged mistreatment. A 
third letter addressed to Attorney H. T. 
Loomis, asking him to sell her effects, and 
out of the proceeds to pay what she owed 
her mother, was also discoveted in the 
room. 

Mrs. Ireland was the daughter of Joseph 
Béllew, oncé one of the wealthiest hardware 
merchants in Cincinnatl He died a few 
years ago. The @aughter married a Mr. 
Hervey. He die@ over a year ago, and 
about six weeks ago the widow married 
Percy Ireland, bookkeeper for the Russell- 
Morgan Printing Company. In aJnuary, 
1892, Mrs. Ireland inherited $22,000 from her 
father’s estate. She began to give large 
donations to local churches and chafities 
aid finally ran through the legacy. Her 
mother, who is one of the wealthiest wo- 
men in this county, gave her §7,000, most of 
which went to settling debts. 

Forged Her Mother’s Name. 

In less than two years Mrs. Ireland had 
spent $30,000. When her weddjng was ap- 
proaching recently Mrs. Irelanfi found her- 
self out of funds. She forged her mother’s 
name to a $500 note and sold it. When the 
note fell due the other day, Mrs. Sellew 
paid it but said nothing to her daughter. 
It ig supposed that fear of discovery of her 
crime preyed on Mrs. Ireland’s mind and 
made her ingane. 

Mr. and Mrs. Ireland seemed happy in 
their domestic affairs. Their home at the 
corner of Gilbert and Woodburn is magnifi- 
cently furnished, while both the husband 
and wife moved in the most aristocratic 
circles in the city. Mrs. Ireland was twen- 


-ty-seven years 614; and a most beautiful 


woman. In all social affairs for some years 
past she was a leader, Until her first hus- 
band died, any affair of the local 400 would 
have been lacking without ner ._ presence. 
When Hervey died she turned to religious 
and charitable works and was equally 
prominent in them. She was the main sup- 
port of the Baptist church in Norwood. 

Mrs. Sellew, the mother, said to the cor- 
oner that her daughter no doubt killed her- 
self as the result of worry over a note of 
$590 she forged on her, the mother, some 
time ago. She stated that her daughter 
had been a spendthrift and had squander- 
ed $29,000 that she had got by inheritance 
and otherwise since January 1, 1892. She, 
herself, had given her some $7,000. Mr. 
Hervey, her first husband, died ignorant of 
the fact that his wife was living beyond 
her means. This extravagance had con- 
tinued since her second marriage six weeks 
ago, and all her money was gone. 


BURIAL OF MOTHER AND BABE 


Who Were So Brutally Murdered by 
Negro Burglars. 

Somerville, N. J:, March 4.—The funeral 
services of Moore Baker’s murdered wife 
and child were held in the Dutch Reformed 
church, in Franklin Park, at 2:80 o’clock 
this afternoon. The Rev. James H. Blau- 
velt, who has b@en the pastor of the Baker 
family for many years, preached the funer- 
al sermon. No text was taken, and, out 
of respect to the wishes of the family, but 
few remarks were made. Hymns which the 
murdered woman loved were sung by a 
choir composed of her friends. The church 
was crowded to the-doors, and it is esti- 
mated that fully 10,000 people attended the 
services. At 2:30 o'clock, standing on the 
Franklin tavern stoop, one could see the 
roads for a half mile in each direction, 
lined on both sides with waiting-carriages. 
A safe estimate places the number of car- 
riages within half a mile at 400. As early 
as ll o'clock, people began to arrive, and 
zome twenty of them brought their dinner 
and ateitinthe church. People drove twen- 
ty miles over fearful roads to see the last 
act in the tragedy. The mother and child 
were buried in the same casket, which was 
covered with flowers. Mr. Baker was pres- 
ent and seemed to bear up very well under 
the strain. The negroes were very quiet and 
during -the funeral servicés some twentq of 
them sat in the gallery. At the house a 
score of curious people wandered around all 
day trying the doors and windows in a 
vain effort to get fn.

A JAP’S SUICIDE, 


His Father Is a General in the Japa- 
nese Army. 

Detroit, Mich., March 4.—Chickanora Tom. 
ohira, a young Japanese chemist employed 
in the laboratory of Frederick Stearns 
committed suicide yesterday morning by 
taking poison. He was twenty-two years 
old, rich, handsome, and apparently happy. 
No cause for the deed is known, 
His father is a general in the Japanese 
army, is rich and treated the boy handsom- 
ly. Chickafiora was fond of America and 
Americans, and often said he would never 
return to Japan. He came to America with 
Mr, Stearns three years azo, He spoke 
English well, having taken an English 
course in his native country. He was af 
Ann Arbor six months, taking a course in 
pharmacy. Mr. Stearns says it is considered 
an honor in Japan to take one’s own life, |

GERMAN TRADERS IN ST. PETERSBURG 


Aweaiting the Passage of the Commercial 
Treaty by the Reichsteg—Rector Ahl- 
wardt’s Release ‘rom Prison. 


Berlin, March 4.—(Copyright, 1304, by The 
Unfted Press.)—General Brousart von Schel- 
lerdorff, Prussian war minister, made a 
noteworthy speech on Friday against the 
social democrats. The cause was given by 
August Beébel, leader of the social demo- 
crafic party. Bebel, after denying that so- 
clalists were always bad soldiers, said that 
in the next war many men without com- 
missions would necessarily be called to fill 
the places of officers. Among the men who 
would be thus summoned to responsible po- 
sitions were many soctalists. The-govern- 
ment might well be glad, therefore, to be 
able to reckon the support of @ party like 
the social democracy, which was powerful 
not only in the refchstag, but in the army. 

Amid conservative cheers and laughter 
the war minister responded sardonicatly 
that he rejoiced in the assurance that the 
country might depend upon its social dem- 
ocratic citizens in the army, Considerable 
anxtety had been felt by misinformed men 
concerning the loyalty of socialist soldiers, 
but ft must now be ajlayed, as a conspicu- 
ous soctal democratic teader had given the 
assurance that the prevalent mistrust was 
groundless. Toward the close of his speech, 
however, the war minister became exceed- 
ingly earnest ard declared with spirit that 
the movement could not.allow men whose 
loyalty had been tainted with social demo- 
cratic doctrine to held any positions of com- 
mand in the army. 

During the debate on the army credits 
yésterday a social democratic deputy com- 
mented adverstly on the emperor’s decorat- 
ing General von Kirchhoff after that officer 
had been condemned to imprisonment by a 
court of justice. Kirchhoff's offense was 
the shooting of Editor Harich, of The 
Tageblatt, who published a paragraph to 
the effect that Fraulein von Kirchhoff had 
eloped with a man servant. Shortly after 
his conviction for this crime Kirchhoff was 
gazetted for the order of the Red Eagle. 
General Brousart von Schellendorff made 
an elaborate defense of Kirchhoff, and indi- 
rectly of the emperor. “What man of 
honor,” he asked, “would not act as did 
General von Kirchhoff, when the law would 
not help him avenge the slanders on his 
daughter’s reputation?’ 
answered the question with applause, the 
radicals with interruptions and protests, 
and the. social democrats with hisses. 

It Angered the Liberals. 


The war minister’s speech has angered 
the liberal editors and their journals at- 
tack him firingly. All deplore that a man 
in his high official position should justify 
and even glorify Kirchhoff for the shoot- 
ing of Harich. As Kirchoff failed to ob- 
tain redress from the law courts of the 
country, which are the fittest judges in 
such matters, the liberal dailies declare the~ 
war minister’s defefse to be subversive of 
respect for the laws and judiciary of Prus- 
sia. They also ridicule the war minister's 
assertion that General von Kirchhoff had. 
acted in self-defense when he shot Harich. 
The discussion of the war minister’s decla- 
ration has only begun. Tomorrow undoubt- 
edly the whole radical, liberal and social 
democratic press will umite in the attack. 

The hotels in St. Petersburg are crowded 
with German traders and commercial 
agents who are preparing to take advan- 
tage of the new treaty the moment it shall 
have passed the reichstag. They report 
that the treaty is the only subject in for- 
eign politics which interests the Russians. 
Although it is almost certain that the 
treaty will be passed, the finance ministry 
in St. Petersburg has made ready for the 
other event by framing measures for 
further reprisals. These propositions have 
long been suspected, if not actually known, 
in Berlin and have done much to enhance 
official anxiety In the Wiithelmstrasse. 
One of the contemplated reprisals is said 
to be an order forbiading Russian peasants 
and workmen to cross the east Prussian 
frontier. The execution of this order would 
deprive east Prussia of the advantages of 
Russian cheap labor, and would be espec- 
ially detrimental to the land owners, who 
already suffer from the scarcity of agricul- 
tural laborers. 

They Denounce the Treaty. 

The Moscow manvufacturers and traders 
continue to denounce the treaty, but their 
litigation is more apparent than real, being 
calculated mainly to wring from the gov- 
ernment some new privileges as compensa- 
tion for the reduction of customs duties 
on German goods. Several classes.of Rus- 
sian manufacturers are. now ‘calling for 
measures which will give them monopolies, 
but their demands will have little influence 
upon Finance Minister Witter, who shares 
the opinions of the more enlightened resi- 


| dénts of the capital. 


The attitude of the clerical party toward 
tlie treaty i{s still doubtful. The state’s 
rights influences are causing’ discord be- 
tween the north German and south German 
groups. The Bavarian clericals, among 
whom are several rabid Prussian-haters, 
threaten to form a separate Bavarian cler- 
ical party, with a democratic platform in 
case the Prussian clericals support the gev- 
ernment. 

In official circles and among financiers 
with official relations Baron Sonnino’s 
financial proposals to the Italian chamber 
have beén mentioned with ostentatious ap- 
proval. The greater part of the specula- 
tive public,. however, regard the proposals 
with distrust, and, consequently, the mar- 
ket is unsettled and ItaHan loans fluctuate 
rapidly. One powerful cause of this un- 
steadiness is the uncertainty whether Italy 


*will reduce her military and naval expendi- 


tures.

More Trovps on the Ground—Arrest 
of Rieters. 

Charleston, W. Va., March 4.—There is 
practically no change in the situation at 
Eagle today. Fourteen rioters were arrested 
at Montgomery this morning and taken to 
the Fayette county jail. Ten additional 
members of Company K were sent up at $ 
o'clock p. m. from this place, ostensibly to 
assist in extra guard duty, but it is be- 
lieved that the arrest of strikers will Cause 
trouble and more troops are needed in case 
of an ovftbreak. Four more men were sent 
yesterday from Huntington. The troops 
will stay on the ground until legal action 
is taken against the rioters. The inquest 
over Adkins may be concluded tomorrow, 
in spite of the strange spectacle of two 
coroners fighting for the same body. 

9:30 p. m.—Considerable excitement was 
caused at Eagle about 8:45 o'clock, by the 
arrest of Wyant, who will be tried at Fray- 
ette in the morning if the strikers do not 
take him away from the guard as they now 
threaten @ do.

“When I took hold of the office of district 
attorney there were among others two 
cases of much importance. They were 
pending since 1892. The indictments in 
these cases were prepared by Mr. Marion 
Erwin, then “istrict atterney. In these 
cases preliminary hearings were waived, 
and consequently the r2cords do not furnish 
the evidence usual in cases where prelimi- 
naries have been had. The facts in the 
cases alluded to are very complicated. Much 
information tn reference to them was ob- 
tained by a personal examination by Mr. 
Erwin, while he was in office, of the books 
of the merchants. Further information was 
secured by him while he was before the 
grand jury that found the indictments. 
Meny of the officials cohnected with the 
cases have had personal interviews with 
Mr. Erwin with reference to the case. The 
records of the cases are so meagre that I 
could not get an intelligent understanding 
of*the faets that I should possess. Here- 
tofore Mr. Erwin Was furnished information 
when I asked him to do so; but in this case, 
in order to obtain the full benefit of his 
knowledge of the facts and the causes 
themselves, much of Mr. Erwin’'s time and 
more of his services would be. required, 
and I feel that I could not reasonably ask 
such service at the hands of Mr, Erwin 
without tendering compensation. ‘There- 
fore, I requested the attorney general to ap- 
point Mr. Erwin to aid me in the trial of 
these two cases. He was the only person 
possessed of the information that it was 
necessary I should have, and he is em- 
ployed not because he is a republican, but 
because no one else could render the nec- 
essary assistance—assistance without which 
it was probable that- justice could not be 
meter out. It is but proper to say that 
all these facts are before the attorney gen- 
eral. He declined to make the appoint- 
ment till he was in full posession of the 
facts. After he was given the detailed in- 
formation, he readily acceded tothe re- 
quest to appoint Mr. Erwin. 

“I may say in conclusion that there can 
be no assistant district attorney for this 
district. There is no authority’ for 
such appointment by me, the attorney gen- 
eral, or anbody else. The attorney general 
can Only do as he has done in this case—ap- 
point special counsel to aid in the trial 
of special cases.

According to a Chattanooga special in 
Our news columns, yesterday, the wide- 
awake business men of that city are 
eager to capture the Cotton States and 
Tnternational exposition:- They are un- 
der the impression that our factional di- 
visions will cause us to abandon the en- 
terprise, and in that event Chattanooga 
proposes to take it up. 

The exposition will be held next year, 
and it will be held in the south.

The 
south is solidly back of the movement, 
the north and west propose to take a 
hand in it, and Mexico, Central America, 
the West Indies and several South Amer- 
fean countries have declared thelr in- 
tention of sending big exhibits; Nothing 
ever suggested or undertakén in the 
gouth has ever attracted so much atten- 
tion to this section, and men of capital 
and enterprise all over the world are 
unaninious in the opinion that it will 
contribute largely to the development of 
this region and speedily double’ the 
syealth and population of the city where 
it is held. 

The people of Atlanta fully understand 
the situation. They are willing to come 
forward with the $200,000 required to 
give the exposition a start, and they will 
meither forget nor forgive those who are 
attempting to place obstacles in the way. 
WwW a public enterprise of this Kind is 
getGng on its feet, with so: mahy bene: 
fichal results in sight, no man and no 
set of men should, by their stubborn ad- 
herence to a narrow and selfish policy, 
endanger it and defeat the will of the 
great majority of their fellow citizens. 

The south must have the exposition, 
and she will have it. If local dissensions 
hold Atlanta back, Chattanooga, Nash- 
wille or some other southern*city will 
Step into our shoes and leap to:the front 


It is needless to say that The Constitu-

At last, however, some of the demo- 
crats of Macon have had an opportunity 
to speak for themselves. It was reported 
that a republican had been appointed 
as assistant to the district attorney in 
‘the trial of one case, and a meeting of 
the Macon bar was held to discuss the 
appointment. Investigation showed that 
the democratic district attorney, being 
unfamiliar with a certain ease that had 
been worked up and prepared by his 
predecessor, asked the attorney general 
to appont the ex-district attorney as a 
special assistant to aid him in this par- 
ticular case. The request was granted 
and the appointment made. 

It will thus be seen that the appoint- 
ment had no significance and was of no 
special interest to the organization; but 
the Macon bar, in called session, unani- 
mously passed a resolution protesting 
against the appointment of republicans 
to office by a democratic administra- 
tion. 3 

It will thus be seen that the attitude 
of the Macon democrats has been mis- 
represented by their organ. The reso- 
lution, which covered the broad scope 
of general appointments and did not 
confine itself to the special reference 
under discussion, is an enthusiastic en- 
dorsement of the policy which The Con- 
stitution has urged and maintained from 
the first. Let mugwumps and patron- 
age heelers say what they please, the 
life and strength of the party organiza- 
tion depend on carrying out democratic 
government by means of democratic 
officials.

Town and Country.

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In 1830 only seven of every 100 per- 
sons lived in town, but in 1890 twenty- 
eight of every 100 live in cities. -Our 
city population is now, in proportion to 
the country, twice as great as it.was in 
1830. 

Such conditions are not encouraging, 
and it is plainly the duty of the £ov- 
ernment to do everything in its power 
to promote the interests of agriculture 
and make life more attractive in the 
farming districts. There can be no per- 
manent prosperity so long as popula- 
tion remains so unequally distributed. 
But it will tax-the ingenuity of our 
wisest statesmen to devise methods that 
will turn back the rushing tide from the 
cities to the country. Within the past 
twelve months our farmers have lost 
$312,000,000 by the shrinkage of values. 
Many of them do not consider the fact 
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| that this shrinkage affects city people, 


too. They simply figure up their own 
losses, and then in disgust abandon 
their farms and move to town. Before 
they are much older they will learn that 
the fatal single gold standard will smash 
them wherever they go—in the largest 
city as well as on the smallest farm. 


The Fall in Prices. 

The Constitution is of the opinion that 
the editor of The Valdosta Times, who 
is a very bright man, ought to have 
more respect for his readers than to re- 
produce the wild talk of The Montgom- 
ery Advertiser on the financial question. 

The Constitution believes that an edi- 
tor goes far beyond his duty to his 
readers when he undertakes to make ig- 
norance respectable by spreading the 
results of it before his readers without 
comment or explanation. 

We are very sure that the editor of 
The Valdosta Times had the facts at 
hand whereby he might have exposed 
the ignorance of The Montgomery Ad- 
vertiser, but by some strange omission 
he permits it to go to his readers as the 
truth. The Constitution paid no at- 
tention to The Advertiser’s curious dis- 
play of: ignorance when the exhibition 
was confined to its own columns, but 
the unintentional endorsement of it by 
The Valdosta Times places us under 
the necessity of giving the facts that 
ought to be well known to every editor 
who undertakes to discuss the financial 
question. 

It will be remembered that The Con- 
stitution has referred to the fact—ac- 
knowledged to be a fact by all the great 
authorities on finance and political 
economy—that the demonetization of sil- 
ver by the leading commercial nations of 
the world had so greatly increased the 
demand for gold as to result in a con- 
stant appreciation in the value of that 
metal—an appreciation that is accurately 
registered. in the steady. fall of prices 
since 1873, and in the extraordinary fall

mand for gold is many times greater 
than the amount produced each year. 
Mr. Robert Giffen—the leading authority 
of the monometallists, and the only man 
of mark to be found in théir ranks—ad- 
mits that substantially none of the gold 
yielded annually from the mines be- 
-comes (or, if minted, remains) money, 
but is absorbed by the arts and manu- 


factures. Consequently, unless, the natu-. 


ral laws of supply and. «demand have 
been abolished, the enormous demand 
for the small stock of available gold in 
the world has enormously increased its 
value. 

This enlarged and rapidly growing de- 
mand for gold as a basis of money has 
not only increased the value of that 
metal, but has compelled an adjustment 
that is shown in the contraction of trade 
and the fall in prices. In brief, the in- 
creased value of gold has precisely the 
same result as a diminishing volume of 
money. 

The Montgomery Advertiser, with ap- 
palling ignorance, makes this statement, 
Which we notice only because it has 
been reproduced in The Valdosta Times: 

It is a fact, in which there is nothing 
either singular or peculiar, that the great- 
est collapses which cotton ever suffered in 
all its history was when the silver in a 
dollar was actually worth more than the 
gold dollar. The first period extended over 
a@ period of ten years, from 1834 to 1845. In 
every yéar of that period silver, The Con- 
stitution’s measure of the value of gold, 
was quoted’at from 1 to 3 cents above gold; 
yet, within that same period, cotton, which 
sold as high as 20 cents a pound in 1834 and 
1835, started on a decline until it sold in 
New York for 4 cents a pound in 1845. Yet 
in every one of those years silver was worth 
more than gold, nor did cotton ever again 
sell at as high a price as it did in 1835 until 
the years of the war period. 

We are to presume that this amazing 
conglomeration has struck our Valdosta 
contemporary with some force, but the 
grain of truth there is in it abundantly 
justifies the arguments of The Constitu- 
tion with respect to the unfortunate re- 
sults of a diminishing money supply. 
These results are also produced by the 
enlarged demand on the small stock of 
gold available for money purposes. 

It ought to be well known to every 
person who undertakes to discuss this 
question that the period from 1810 to 
1848 was a period of depression and 
low prices. Almost every authority on 
economic subjecjs refers to it as one of 
the features of the world’s history. 
Neither of the metals was demonetized, 
and there was small fluctuations be- 
tween them, but their supply was di- 
minishing. The trouble between Spain 
and her American colonies begun in 


- 1809, and this resulted in a diminution 


of the world’s supply of precious metals. 
It is estimated by some authorities that, 
owing to this diminution, in the face of 
growing populations, the purchasing 
power of money increased between 1809 
and 1848 as much as 145 per cent—the 
range of prices being 60 per cent lower 
in 1848 than it was in 1809. 

The aim of all discussion should be to 
get at the truth, or as near to the truth 
as the human mind is capable of getting. 
In discussing. this financial question— 
affecting as it does the social, moral and 
material interests of the people—every 
editor and every writer ought to feel 
it incumbent on him to give his best 
thought to the subject, not with the pur- 
pose of controverting an argument, but 
with a desire to get at the truth.

When an ex- 
slave can make himself a small capitalist 
and talk in the fashion of this Alabama 
negro farnmrer there is hope for the en- 
tire race, The negroes need not look to 
Africa as a land of promise. They can 
be happy and prosperous here.

Its editor in chief — 
the late President Barnard, of Colum “ 
college. Ten or twelve years later the wir 
was revised so far as could be done while 
retaining the original plates, and noggin’ ¢ 
supplemental matter was added. So rapid, 
however, is the progress of our literary 
necessities, the accumulation of important 
facts, and the general advance in human 
knowledge, that it soon became evident 
that only a complete and thoroughgoing re- 
vision would keep the cyclopedia up to the 
standard which had been set for it, and 
early in 1892 it was decided to undertake 
this work. The revision was placed in the 
hands of Charles Kendall Adams, LL.D., 
president of the University of Wisconsin, 
as editor in chief. With him were asséciat- 
ed thirty-five eminent scholars, including 
four members of the original staff, and to 
these the various departments of the work 
were assigned, each avajling himself of such 
contributors and assistants as were found 
necessary. The distincaive characteristic 
of the original Johnson’s cyclopedia was 
that all its more important articles were 
given. a personal authenticity by having 
them signed by their author’s names, thus 
placirg before the reader the authority 
and responsibility for the statements made. 
In the revised edition the same method 
has been followed, and its pages therefore 
posses a degree of authority which it would 
be impossible for them to have otherwise. 

The article on Georgia in this edition was 
furnished by Governor Northen, and the 
sketch of Atlanta is by a member of The 
Constitution’s staff. The work is sold only 
by subscription, $48 for cloth bindings and 
$56 for half morocco. It is handled by the 
Appleton’s, and their general agents in At- 
lanta will furnish any further information 
that may be desired.

When yet young and 
full of energy and ambition he came to the 
Gate City of the south and gave his time 
and work to the upbuilding of the city, 
Which has often taken occasion to honor 
him. It was Marthasville when Judge Hoyt 
located here and from the day he came 
to Atlanta until the day of his death he was 
one of the most devoted and loyal of its 
citizens. In his early years of residence 
he was a clerk in the store of the Hon. 
Jonathan Norcross, alia then a lawyer. AS 
@ lawyer he proved his ability and was 
made solicitor of the city court and then 
judge of that same legal tribunal. He was 
too, chairman of the first county commis- 
sion Fulton county ever had and was for 
six years a member of the board of edu- 
cation from the second, the ward in which 
he lived for more than twenty years; in 
fact, the ward in which he lived almost all 
the time he was in Atlanta, until he moved 
a few years ago to his new home on West 
End avenue, then in West End, but now 
the seventn ward. 

It was in 1858 that Judge Hoyt was judge 
of the city court and his predecessor was 
the late Judge Jared I Whitaker, who va- 
cated the bench to go to the state sen- 
ate, Judge Hoyt later on going to the state 
Senate too. ~The city court, however, was 
abolished while Judge Hoyt was presiding. 

The funeral will take place this afternoon 
from the Central Presbyterian church at 
2:30 o’clock, and the remains will be laid 
to rest in the family burial grounds in Oak- 
land cemetery. The cortege will leave the 
family home at half-past 1 o’clock and will 
move direct to the church. The pallbearers 
will be composed of gentlemen who grew 
up in Atlanta with Judge Hoyt and who 
have known him all his life. They are: 

Judge Logan E. Bleckley, Messrs. Colum- 
bus Payne, C. W. Hunnicutt, Walker P. 
Inman, Thomas M. Clarke, A. N. Wilson,

In 1860 Judge Hoyt was made one of the 
elders in the First Presbyterian church, 
and the duties of that position were most 
faithfully acceptably and satisfactorily dis- 
charged by him up to the time he severed 
his connection with that church and be- 
came identified with the Central Presby- 
terian, of which he was one of the most 
ardent and devoted. members. Of the eight 
elders who served with Judge Hoyt but two 
are now alive.

Judge Samuel ‘B. Hoyt was born in Blount 
county, Tennessee, on February 10, 1828. 

His father, Rev. Daniel Hoyt, was a 
Presbyterian minister of great usefulness 
in his day and generation. In addition to his 
labors in the pulpit-he devoted much of his 
time to the cause of education. In this lat- 
ter field, by reason of his neculiar endow- 
ment, he attained to even higher distinc- 
tion than in the ministry. 

lt may be observed in this connection that 
geveral members of this distinguished fam- 
ily have been fdentified with the cause of 
higher learning in the south. Among the 
‘number Rev. Nathan Hoyt was at one time 
president of the University of Georgia. He 
was pastor, at the same time, of the Pres- 
byterian church at Athens, Ga. The members 
of the Hoyt family, in all of its branches, 
and through all of its generations, have 
been men of sterling worth, who have left 
the impress of their characters upon the 
day in which they lived. 

Much of the subsequent career of Judge 
Hoyt—his achievements at the bar, his dig- 
nity on the bench and the graceful manner 
in which he has spent his life in this city, 
are all explained, in a certain measure, by 
this casual reference to his ancestry. 

The boyhood of Juize Hoyt was spent in 
his native state and among the scenes 
(which gave him to the world. Even in boy- 
hood he gave a decided exhibition of those 
qualities which have since characterized him 
as a man and which have brought to his 
career of usefulness both honor and pros- 
perity. These traits, however, were happily 
associated with a disposition at once lova- 
ble and full of boyish effervescence. He 
loved out-dew sports, was ready for any 
kind of fun, @@d was celebrated for his wit 
and good Khwmo?f even as a boy. 

After o@impleting his elementary course 
of study he entered Maryville college, of 
which his father was one of the professurs, 
where he remained until his graduation. 

}_ During the year 1844 he decided to visit 

Marthasville, which was then but a small 
settlement. Mr. Jonathan Norcross, who 
had married his aunt, was living in Mar- 
thasville at that time, and the object of 
his visit was to spend a few weeks with 
the family of ffr. Norcross. 

He came all the way from his home in 
Tennessee on horseback. It was not a very 
pleasant journey to traverse the mountain 
country, winding around deep ravines and 
gloomy recesses of the Blue Ridge, but the 
trip was made in safety, and Judge Hoyt 
goon reached the end of his destination. 

For several months he remained in Mar- 
thasville, clerking for Mr. Jonathan Nor- 
cross. 

It was not until several years later that 
he located in Atlanta permanently. He was 
admitted to the bar in 1852 and came to this 
city as soon as he became identified with the 
profession. 

From 1853 to 1855 Judge Hoyt served as a 
justice of the peace and made a splendid 
officer in that capacity. 

He was afterwards elected judge of the 
old city court. 

During the war he was commissioner of 
the confederate states, a part of the time on 
the staff of Governor Joseph E. Brown. 

From 1866 to 1867 he filled the position of 

attorney. —

COFTON—MASTER OR SLAVE. 


It Remains with the Farmer to Deter- 
mine for Himself. 

Colcnel R. T. Nesbitt, state commissioner 
of agriculture, contributes an article to the 
April number of The Southern Cultivator, 
from which the following is an extract: 

Cotton has been, for years, emphatically 
our “money crop’—that is, it not only 
brings in most of the cash, but absorbs 
every dollar of it, and often the little glean- 
ed from other resources of the farm. It 
has gradually become @ rapacious and un- 
relenting master, but can yet be reduced to | 
a most subservient and a profitable slave. 

It has been conclusively shown that, out- 
side the cotton grown and consumed in 
other countries, that is, in Asia, Africa, 
South America and Mexico, the United 
States furnishes 75 per cent of the cotton 
of commerce. In other words, the world 
is dependent on the southern farmers for 
thiee-fourths of the cotton which it uses 
and which cannot be produced elsewhere, 
From this simple statement it will be seen 
what a power we hold among the nations 
of the world, and what a lever, to lift our- 
selves and our section into prosperity. But 
without home supplies of food and forage, 
we lose the immense advantage which this 
monopoly gives us. Abundant home-raised 
provisions must be the fulcrum on which 
our lever rests. 

When our cotton crop is made we: can 
neither eat it nor wear it until it passes 
into other hands, but if our necessities in 
these points are such that we are obliged 
to part with it we are compelled to take 

whatever price the dealer offers. Hence 
the crowding of the cotton crop to market 
as soon as it is gathered, though the price 
be below the cost of production, and though 
the new year finds us with only the paper 
receipts to show for our twelve months’ 
labor. If a man has plenty of home sup- 
plies he can afford to wait. The world is 
obliged to have his cotton. During the 
civil war the enforced suspension of cotton 
production caused the price to reach the 
fabulous figure of $2.85 per pound. 
The Road to Independence. 

Knowing these facts, if the farmers gen- 
erally are fortified with ample provisions 
for family and stock, they can quietly 
await a remunerative price for their cotton. 
It will not do for a man here and there to 
adopt this policy—it must be universal, and 
when our barns and cribs and smokehouses 
are full, we can afford to look calmly on 
while the dealer endeavors to secure’ our 
cotton for less than it cost us to produce 
it. Is not this the situation in a nutshell? 
Does it not comprehend: reduction of the 
acreage, lesséning the cost of production, 
the prosperity of our agriculture, the very 
existence of our state and section as a 
healthy portion of the body politic? What 
more powerful appeal can be made to the in- 
terest, the common sense, the patriotism of 
our southern farmers? And the decision 
rests withMhem. Unlike the agriculturists 
of many other countries, there is no power 
which can dictate their course, They must 
decide whether they will still further risk 
the bondage of a large cotton crop and pos- 
sible, nay probable, debt, or less cotton, 
ample provisions and certain independence. 

These “thoughts” are suggested and em- 
phasized by the fact that the final decision 
must now be reached, as to what portion 
of our crops shall be planted in cotton. 

In deciding this question let us remember 
that it is not the number of bales, but the 
profit in these bales which most nearly 
concerns our welfare. Let us also Keep in 
mind that with. the same labor we can, by 
judicious selection of land and manuring,

SCHEIG’S STEALINGS. 


A Bank Teller Explains.How He Stole 
Over $123,000, 

Minneapolis, March 4.—The details of the 
gigantic bank robbery of Minneapolis have 
come out through three days’ pumping of 
“Phil” Scheig, teller of tthe bank up to 
September 2, 1892. In a few years Scheig 
stole over $123,000. Over $50,000 of this he 
embezzled prior to January 1, 1892. The 
bank officials found out his first theft and 
discharged him, but in a few days re-em- 
ployed him at an increase of $26 per month 
in salary. He resumed his siealing almost 
at the moment he resumed his place at the 
teller’s window, and in twenty months stole 
$73,000 more. This drove Cashier Bofferding, 
who was Schieg’s constant friend and com- 
panion, to suicide. Scheig is already serv- 
ing a sentence of seven years in Stillwater 
for his gigantic thefts, and the testimony 
he is giving is in the case of Frank and 
“Lou” Floyd, his associates. Asked if he 
robbed one depositor to pay another, he 
said: 

“No, I never robbed a depositor; I robbed 


the bank. I took in round numbers, as I 


know from the books now, about $124,000. I 
rever made out any certificates to the name 
of any one who had paid in no money. The 
first money I took was on October 14, 1886. 
From that time to July, 1889, I did not 
take a thing .The first amount was $100. I 
charged up a certificate of deposit that had 
not come in. That made me about $26,000 
a year. I took steadily after the second 
amount, which I took in 1889. I took the 
last money about 3 o’clock on the afternoon 
of September 2, 1892. I don’t know just how 
much money was on the counter at that 
time. I had control of about $152,000. The 
counter cash was about $49,000. The balance 
was in sacks in the burglar-proof safe, to 
which I had not the combination. I left 
the bank $25,000 to do business on. I closed 
up the day’s business and took $15,000 with 
me. There was about $4,000 in gold.” 

Scheig drew a salary of about $4,000 a year. 
The business public is already asking how 
it was possible that some of the bank offi- 
cers did not discover the shortage of a for- 
tune and how the bank could pay a divi- 
dend. It is also asked how it came that the 
bank made its report to the bank examiner, 
after Scheig left it, showing @ shortage in 
cash of only $18,000.
